THE DERBY HERO

HERE is drama a-plenty in the background 
of Cavalcade, winner of the sixtieth running 
of the Kentucky Derby. By *Lancegaye out of 
*Hastily, he is of English breeding, and good 
breeding at that. *Lancegaye is a son of Swyn- 
ford, one of the popular sires in that land of good 
horses. His dam, *Hastily, is by Hurry On. 
Cavalcade was foaled at Wallis Armstrong’s 
Meadowview Farms in New Jersey, Mr. Arm- 
strong having imported the mare when she was 
in foal. Sent to Saratoga as a yearling, the colt 
was bought for $1,200 by R. A. Smith, represent- 
ing the Brookmeade Stable of Mrs. Isabel Dodge 
Sloane. At the same sales series Smith also 
bought High Quest, by *Sir Gallahad III—Etoile 
Filante, for $3,500, and Time Clock, by On Watch 
Milfoil, for $700. It is a coincidence and a very 
pleasing one to the stable, that these colts ac- 
counted for the first three important 3-year-old 
races of the current season, Time Clock winning 
the Florida Derby, High Quest the Wood Memo- 
rial and Cavalcade the Chesapeake. 

The day after buying Cavalcade the trainer 
met Mr. Armstrong and in their conversation he 
said, “Well, I bought the best colt in your sale 
for $1,200.” 

“Like fun you did,”’ was the reply of the breed- 
er. But after the running of the Chesapeake, 
Mr. Armstrong hunted up the trainer of Caval- 
cade and said, “On the returns to date you were 
right in saying that Cavalcade was the best of 
my yearlings of his year.” 

Notwithstanding that Mr. Smith seems to have 
won the argument, it is not on record that Mr. 
Armstrong was not delighted with Cavalcade’s 
splendid performance. 

Mrs. Sloane did not see the Chesapeake, her 
part in the day’s glory being to see that High 
Quest accounted for the Wood Memorial at Ja- 
maica. But there was another horsewoman pres- 
ent who took her place in the season of rejoicing. 
This was Mrs. T. H. Somerville, who bought 
*Lancegaye last year and now has him at her 
place in Virginia. Mrs. Somerville’s enthusiasm 
was without limit. 

Another act in the drama of which Cavalcade 
is now playing the leading role followed the 
Chesapeake victory. The result of the race had 
not been received at Jamaica up to the running 
of the last race. Mrs. Sloang drove to the stable 
at Belmont Park and asked the boys if they had 


yet heard the outcome of the Chesapeake. One 
of these replied that some one in passing had 
said that Discovery had won with Cavalcade 
third, but the lad was inclined to think the report 
a hoax. 

It was suggested that Mrs. Sloane call up her 
home in the city, which she did. The butler an- 
swered and said, “There is a call here now for 
you from Detroit.” The connection was put on 
Mrs. Sloane’s wire. It was her sister congratu- 
lating her on the victory of Cavalcade. A Detroit 
paper had telephoned the news to the sister's 
home and she wanted to be early with her con- 
gratulations. From Havre de Grace to Detroit, 
to New York, to Belmont Park, came to the 
owner the first word of victory. 

The good early form of Cavalcade, High Quest 
and Time Clock is something of a boost for the 
Iodine State as winter quarters for Thorough- 
breds. Trainer Smith planned his early campaign 
with intelligence and executed it with skill. 
Whatever may be the developments of the season, 
he took a good early start and “got his while the 
getting was good.”

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EDITORIAL NOTES - 


On The Way Up 


ONDAY, May 7, will be marked as an event- 

ful day in Turf history. It goes into the 
annals of racing as the day on which a most im- 
portant conference of the sport’s governors was 
held at Lexington, the most appropriate place in 
all the land to have had such a meeting. Racing 
Commissioners from 13 States, having come to 
the Blue Grass after the Kentucky Derby running 
in the Bear Grass, were guests of the Thorough- 
bred Club of America at a luncheon in the Phoe- 
nix Hotel, at which they heard good counsel for 
safeguarding what is now held from Desha 
Breckinridge who, in all truth, is one of the 
fathers of racing’s government by State au- 
thority. 

The afternoon was spent in visiting various of 
the celebrated Thoroughbred horse breeding es- 
tablishments, meeting proprietors and managers 
and seeing noted sires. In the evening there was 
a meeting of the Executive Committee of the 
National Association of Racing Commissioners, 
formed last winter at Miami, out of which came 
a recommendation endorsing the saliva test for 
discovery of the presence of narcotic or stimu- 
lant; holding the trainer responsible for the con- 
dition of horses in his care, and imposing a pen- 
alty when the test discloses that a horse has 
been doped. 

The recommendation, it developed at and after 
the conference, is based upon study, observation, 
and information developed from practical use of 
both the receiving barn and the saliva test. 

After the meeting, the visitors sat down to 
dinner at the Lexington Country Club with a 
number of the members of the newly formed 
American Thoroughbred Breeders’ Association, 
Major Louie A. Beard, Secretary-Treasurer, serv- 
ing as host and expressing the regrets of Presi- 
dent John Hay Whitney, who had been unable to 
remain for the dinner because of a call back to 
New York. 

The Commissioners from Atlantic and Pacific 
Coast States and from States in between frankly 
Said that this meeting in Lexington had given 
them a better understanding of racing and the

importance of keeping it clean and saving it for 
the sake of the vast breeding industry, which is 
so essential to the Nation’s welfare, for when 
there is war (and there will be wars) there must 
be horses (the speeches and efforts of Represen- 
tative Collins, of Mississippi, to the contrary not- 
withstanding) for work that machines cannot do 
in. difficult country. 

While not expressed in the language used in his 
talk to the Commissioners at Louisville last Fri- 
day, the recommendation made at the Lexington 
conference embodies the advice given by Joseph 
E. Widener, who has made it possible for Chemist 
Charles E. Morgan and Veterinarian J. G. Catlett, 
who pioneered in saliva testing at Miami last 
winter, to go to France next month to study and 
observe the system and methods in vogue for pre- 
vention of stimulation of horses in that country. 
The information they gain will be available to 
men of their professions throughout the land. 


We think readers of THE BLOOD-HORSE will 
realize how pleased we are to have had these 
things happen in Lexington. THE BLOOD-HORSE 
was first to take up the cudgel for suppression of 
the doping evil, and it was first to call for a con- 
ference of the powers that be in racing. It has 
been since its beginning appealing for clean, fair, 
honest racing, and we are now experiencing a 
thrill over the fine response to those appeals. 

We are on the way up in American racing, but 
there is yet much to be done before the top is 
reached. A number of economic adjustments are 
to be made to the end that a balancing of the 
revenues from the sport shall be reached. We 
can not have stability if the distribution of the 
money from take, gate and concessions is so un- 
equal as to let down the breeder, the horse owner, 
or the track owner. There should at all times be 
sufficient in reserve for stakes and purses and 
track maintenance and overhead. The purses 
must be good to recompense the owner and en- 
courage the breeder. Achievement of this bal- 
ancing should be and doubtless will be a part of 
the work of the American Thoroughbred Breed- 
ers’ Asssociation in cooperation with the National 
Association of Racing Commissioners. 
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Kentucky Derby 

AVALCADE, mated in England, born in 

America, last Saturday was fittest and best 
of the 13 runners for the sixtieth Kentucky 
Derby. He won handily, sustaining the confi- 
dence of the public that had made him favorite; 
of Trainer Bob Smith, who had told all and sun- 
dry that in the son of *Lancegaye he was sad- 
dling for Mrs. Dodge Sloane, mistress of Brook- 
meade Stable, a sterling Thoroughbred, and of 
Mack Garner, veteran jockey, who had faith that 
his ambition of long years in the silks of a host 
of owners was about to be achieved. It was a 
truly run race, yet most disappointing to thou- 
sands who had expected a filly might again be 
triumphant. 

We are inclined to agree with Trainer Clyde 
Van Dusen that had not Sgt. Byrne been one of 
the runners Mata Hari might have been winner, 
or at any rate better than fourth at the finish. 
At that she was only nosed out of third money 
by Agrarian. It is intended that she will continue 
to appear in the derby races as they come along. 
She will not start in the Oaks at Louisville. 

Trainer Smith has announced that Cavalcade 
is not to start for the Preakness Stakes at Pim- 
lico this Saturday. He will send High Quest for 
that prize. We have the thought that High Quest 
will have to be very good, indeed, to take the 
measure of Discovery in that running. Discovery, 
in appearance not so fit as was Cavalcade at 
Louisville, ran impressively-—though we thought 
Bejshak was over-anxious in making a move that 
could have been later done with good effect-——-and 
came out of the race quite tired. This condition 
at the finish may be safely taken as indicating 
improvement. As the season advances there un- 
doubtedly will be other meetings between Caval- 
cade and Discovery and one is entitled to the 
opinion that there will not be a three lengths 
advantage for the son of *Lancegaye in any of 
them. 

We have often wondered why Colonel Winn and 
his associates in the ownership of Churchill 
Downs do not have the Kentucky Derby on the 
card for the closing day of the meeting. Now we 
hear that they are thinking of having it on the 
opening day next year. Our thought is that if 
the race should be run on the nineteenth day 
instead of the first, seventh or thirteenth day, a 
much more interesting contest would be had. 
Eligible horses would have opportunity for fitting 
under colors. Instead of having horses elimi- 
nated by trials in the morning, they would have 
people coming to the course in large numbers to 
see them run in the afternoons, for a series of 
events preliminary to Kentucky Derby eligibles 
could be arranged with good profit to the course 
owners. 

The large attendance on Saturday is attribu- 
table to decreased admission fee, improved eco-

nomic and industrial conditions and, of course, 
to the desire of the people to see “the big race.” 
The same is true of the betting, which in volume 
of turnover increased to $999,140, compared with 
$745,603 last year. The 10 per cent take makes 
small difference to a holiday crowd such as was 
the Derby Day attendance, but it does cut an im- 
portant figure in the calculations and operations 
of the regular race-going player. Again we coul- 
sel the powers that be in racing everywhere t0 
keep the take down to 614 per cent or less. 
Colonel Winn and his staff are to be congratu- 
lated on the manner in which the vast crowd was 
handled. There was, it is true, some gate 
crashing, and a large number of persons came 
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unbidden into the infield, and a small percentage 
of these crossed the track and gained the grand- 
stand enclosure. However, few of them got into 
the clubhouse enclosure. A nine-foot wire fence 
prevented that. Guards at the entrances to the 
box sections prevented other than those holding 
box tickets from entering so the box-holders had 
the comfort of their seats and saw the races 
without having to bear the intrusion of imposters 
and hoodlums, as was the case the last several 
years. When we think of gate-crashing, field in- 
yvasion and track crossing we wonder if in the 
schools of today boys and girls and young men 
and young women are instructed in those things 
—those very essential things in orderly life— 
classified under the word “decorum.” We won- 
der, too, if they are taught that taking that, 
tangible or intangible, for which they do not pay 
is theft, and that intrusion upon the rights and 
premises of others constitutes invasion and, 
therefore, is another form of theft. 

This leads us to the conclusion that there may 
be a falling down in our schools primarily be- 
cause there may be too much of a don’t care atti- 
tude in the homes of the nation. Let us teach the 
young that the Kentucky Derby is a race worth 
seeing, but that we and they should see it only as 
sportsmen, and that sportsmen are not hoodlums. 


Coming Back 


LSEWHERE in this issue is an account of the 

purchase of Longridge Farm, Lexington, by 
Frank Haskell, from Judge J. F. Bailey, who has 
had it since William V. Thraves lost it; the for- 
mation of Longridge Plantations, Incorporated, 
by the three named, and the planned return of 
Mr. Thraves and his family to the estate to re- 
engage in the breeding of Thoroughbred horses. 
A Virginian with native fondness for horses and 
hounds; an able lawyer with great skill in 
smoothing out difficult business problems; a 
chance-taker in the oil fields upon whom Fortune 
has alternately smiled and frowned, Mr. Thraves 
has long been known as among the most opti- 
mistic men of his time. He is even more of an 


| optimist than is Col. Phil T. Chinn, one of his 


Kentucky friends, who, like the Virginian, has 
had his ups and downs and is again attempting a 
come-back. We recall having met Mr. Thraves 
early one morning, when he was perhaps at his 
lowest in pocket. He had just missed putting 
over a big oil deal—one that would have landed 
him again on easy street. He was sorry, of course, 
to have failed in the effort, but he was far from 
being discouraged. ‘You see,” he said, “as the 
Story goes, the milk maid left the cover off a jar 
of cream in the spring house. Next morning she 
was surprised to find a frog perched upon a lump 
of butter. When she lifted out the butter, the 
frog hopped away. When she poured off the milk,

the maid found a dead frog on the bottom of the 
jar. The frog which kept swimming in the 
cream made the butter that saved his life, while 
the frog which lost heart sank to his death. I’m 
the swimming, paddling, butter-making frog. I'll 
never give up and some day I'll come back.” 
We are delighted to hear that Mr. Thraves is on 
the way back, and we are equally delighted to 
know that Colonel Chinn thinks he is going to be 
“in the money” again before very long. “I’ve got 
some pretty rosy prospects,” he said to us last 
week, “and I am feeling like I will yet realize my 
present ambition, that is, that I can pay off, 100 
per cent, even that from which I have been 
legally absolved.” 


Nervous Horses 


E were chatting in ‘horsemen’s corner” at 

the Lafayette Hotel, Lexington, one evening 
recently, with Robert E. (Bob) Moreland, noted 
saddle horseman (rider, breeder, owner, trainer, 
salesman——a champion all the way along), and 
something was said about nervous horses. “Run- 
ning horse folk,’”’ he said, “have various ways for 
pacifying stall-walkers, but we saddle horse fel- 
lows break ours of the habit. We take them out 
of their box stalls and put them into tie stalls— 
the kind they used to have in livery stables. A 
Thoroughbred handled in the same manner would 
soon get over the habit and would race better, 
even while having his tie-stall experience.” <A 
day or two afterward, we spoke of this to Major 
Louie A. Beard. ‘We have been practicing some- 
thing like that in the Whitney stables,” said he. 
“We put a couple of fillies together in the same 
stall sometimes, and we have had good results in 
the correction of nervousness.” We would appre- 
ciate hearing from readers of THE BLOOD-HORSE 
who have had experiences they would like to pass 
on to others concerning nervous horses. 
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ODDS AND ENDS - 
New Deal 


ERBERT BAYARD SWOPE, John Hay Whit- 

ney and John Sloan give New York an ideal 
State Racing Commission; about as capable, 
right-thinking and non-political as Turf govern- 
ing bodies come, and John J. Dunnigan and Ed- 
ward Flynn are pardonably proud of the appoint- 
ments. Chairman Swope, soliciting newspaper- 
men’s suggestions for improvements in the sport, 
informs Old Rosebud that the public’s rights 
will come first in the Commission’s activities. The 
Commission has broadened powers under the 
Dunnigan law. Marshall Cassidy is among the 
candidates to the office of Steward Representing 
the Commission. Cooperation with The Jockey 
Club in supervising the sport is promised by 
Mr. Swope. There is plenty of progressiveness 
represented in the Commission, encouraging the 
hope the trend toward better sport noted since 
the first of the year will be continued until every 
wrinkle is smoothed. The 250 Park Avenue body 
and its members have done much on their own 
hooks of late, what with chasing a lot of un- 
desirables, revising the overnight handicap rule, 
acquiring two stall gates, etc.

Preakness Stakes 


HE PREAKNESS on the coming week-end 

offers Brookmeade’s High Quest his first 
lucrative opportunity of the year. The son of 
*Sir Gallahad III and Etoile Filante was Haw- 
kins’ horse in the Wood Memorial Stakes. He 
didn’t grow much over the winter and has 
changed from a gross-bodied, light-boned juvenile 
into a stocky, medium-sized 3-year-old of a far 
handier type—from the fashion he buzzed around 
those Jamaica corners—-than almost anyone 
would have predicted. Right now, he seems best 
of the candidates for the Belmont Stakes and the 
Withers Stakes, but George Widener’s Chicstraw 
has yet to make his 1934 bow. Trainer R. A. 
Smith telegraphed his blows when taking the 
Wood with High Quest and Chesapeake with 
Cavalcade the same afternoon. There is plenty 
of argument, even in the Brookmeade barn, con- 
cerning the relative merits of this pair. Most 
horsemen lean to Cavalcade. Both are  top- 
notchers and rare bargains. 


Pari-Mutuels 


EW JERSEY and New York are dead-heating 

in their race for legalized mutuels, the Lower 
House at Trenton last week concurring in the 
Senate’s amendment to permit such wagering on 
trotting and steeplechase events also. These reso- 
lutions must be passed in the Legislatures again 
next spring, then ratified the following autumn 
in a vote by the people. Jamaica’s 21-day session 
will yield the State around $45,000, it is esti- 
mated, attesting the popularity of cash betting 
in New York. Many racegoers believe the tote 
would be more helpful to the State than to them- 
selves. They like to gamble with a layer, hoping 
to shade the final quotation, instead of accepting 
odds made by the masses. Yet, incongruous as it 
may seem, most regulars are afraid of anything 
over 21% or 3-1 in any sort of race. Judging from 
what Tom Shaw teils us, there is much compe- 
tition among layers, making for better prices, 

under the present system.

THE KENTUCKY DERBY 


ITTLE old Dave Newton, 20 years in the serv- 

ice of Churchill Downs, watched the Ken- 
tucky Derby field until it had swung around the 
turn into the final quarter-mile, then, without 
waiting for the finish, he climbed down from his 
post of vantage and hustled into his paint shop 
at the end of the long building which houses the 
mutuel department and pay-off windows. By the 
time the next race was run he had nailed up just 
outside the door a long plank bearing the painted 
legend: 

CAVALCADE 1934 


For Cavalcade had taken the lead at the head of 
the stretch and had gone on to score a decisive 
victory and gain the privilege of having his name 
placed sixtieth in the series of Derby winners 
which constitute a roll of honor extending round 
the Churchill Downs grandstand. 

The detail of the Kentucky Derby is best told 

by the chart prepared by Lincoln Plaut for Daily 
Racing Form, an abbreviated version of which is 
here presented:

CAVALCADE, stepping back at the start and conse- 
quently away very siowly, was not permitted to make 
up much ground in the opening half mile, began to move 
up leaving the backstretch where he slipped through 
between horses, gradually wore down DISCOVERY and 
drew out for a handy win. DISCOVERY, away fast and 
rated close to the pace, drew into an easy lead approach- 
ing the stretch and held on well but was overmatched. 
AGRARIAN, far out of it for seven-eighths and slow to 
respond to pressure, closed resolutely. MATA HARI, 
away fast and well rated, weakened after a mile. PEACE 
CHANCE, fractious at the post and away slowly, lost 
ground entering the stretch and closed with a rush when 
straightened up. SPY HILL raced well. TIME CLOCK 
broke in a tangle. SINGING WOOD quit. BAZAAR, in 
hand early, failed to respond when strongly urged. 
SGT. BYRNE quit. SCRATCHED—Prince Pompey, 
Thomasville, Fogarty, Howard, Blue Again, Riskulus. 

Weights: Colts, 126 pounds; fillies (Mata Hari, Ba- 
zaar), 121. 


Seventeen colts and two fillies were placed in 
the overnight entries for the Derby of last Satur- 
day. Fogarty was declared out before the 50,000 
programs were printed the next morning, but 
before the field went to the post five others were 
scratched, Howard because of the slight injuries 
he suffered while being led out of a burning 
stable the night before, Riskulus because of a 
colic, Prince Pompey, Thomasville and Blue 
Again because it was finally decided they were 
not good enough. 

The field was at the post for more than eight 
minutes, kept there principally by the restive 
Peace Chance, Mata Hari, Time Clock and 


Bazaar, but when Starter William Hamilton f- 
nally lifted the barrier they got away to a splen- 
did start. Mata Hari, as usual, was quick to 
begin, and the Dixiana filly immediately went to 
the lead. Quasimodo, son of Leonardo II, broke 
from an outside post position and sprinted past 
the stand the first time in closest attendance on 
Mata Hari. Close behind them were Discovery, 
Singing Wood and Bazaar. Cavalcade was in the 
middle of the field. As they turned into the back- 
stretch Quasimodo decided he belonged in slower 
company and dropped back, and at the same time 
Sgt. Byrne moved up on the outside of Mata Hari 
and began a battle for the lead which ended in 
the decisive defeat of both. The Stimulus colt 
kept at the filly through the backstretch, running 
almost head-and-head with her, while Discovery, 
under restraint two lengths back of them, was 
waiting his turn. Singing Wood was nearly a 
length behind Discovery. As the field reached 
the far turn Mack Garner took a chance by send- 
ing Cavalcade up on the inside. Half way around 
the second turn Discovery was unleashed from 
his restraint, and the son of Display went past 
Mata Hari and into the lead so quickly that he 
momentarily appeared the probable winner. But 
the favorite Cavalcade still had his run to make. 
Past Singing Wood, then past the very tired Sgt. 
Byrne he went; then at the quarter-pole he col- 
lared Mata Hari, running gamely but not good 
enough. Now only Discovery, two lengths ahead, 
remained to be beaten. The distance at first 
looked big to Mack Garner, and he smacked Cav- 
alcade with his bat. Steadily the interval was 
closing. At the eighth pole the favorite was at 
Discovery’s shoulder. A few strides farther and 
he was in front. At the finish he was nearly 
three lengths ahead. Discovery was four lengths 
ahead of Agrarian, Mata Hari and Peace Chance, 
which passed the finish line so close together that 
it was impossible for the crowd to determine 
which had “showed” until the judges put up 
Agrarian’s number. The son of *Sickle and Mary 
Jane, by Pennant, unnoticed in the early running, 
had moved forward, almost stride for stride with 
Peace Chance, in a splendid run through the final 
quarter. 


The last quarter-mile of the race was much the 
slowest. The first quarter was run in 23 seconds, 
second in 2414, third in 25, fourth in 2514, fifth in 
2635. 

The Derby was run on a track dampened by 
occasional sprinkles during the day, including one 
sharp shower about noon. The course remained 
fast. 


The crowd which saw the sixtieth Kentucky 
Derby was perhaps the largest in its history. The 
clubhouse, grandstand and lawns were packed. 
The infield was so overrun that the mounted po- 
lice found it impossible to keep the crowd back 
from the inner rail, which was broken by the 
pressure at a point in the homestretch not long 
before the Derby was run. The 50,000 programs 
printed were all sold. Estimates of the total 
crowd ran as high as 70,000. Celebrities were 
too numerous to mention. Even the over-the- 
fence crowd was larger than usual, despite fresh 
barricades and new barbed wire. 

The Derby Day turnover in the pari-mutuels 
was the largest at Churchill Downs since 1930. 
On eight races a total of $999,140 was wagered, 
as compared with $745,603 in 1933 and $850,809 
in 1932. On the Derby alone this year the betting 
was $382,584, as compared with $229,312 in 1933 
and $277,105 in 1932.

THE OWNER 


For Mrs. Isabel Dodge Sloane, of New York, as 
for her trainer and her jockey, it was the first 
Kentucky Derby victory, but by no means her 
first Turf success. Since her Brookmeade Stable 
was taken over less than two years ago by Bob 
Smith it has steadily gained in prestige. Last 
year marked her greatest success. In terms of 
money, Brookmeade’s earnings were $138,600. 
The season was climaxed by Inlander’s victory in 
the Classic at Arlington Park, and the fine show- 
ing made by the 2-year-olds Cavalcade and High 
Quest placed the stable in a good position for 
another banner season this year. Already she 
has won the four most important 3-year-old races 
run to date, the Florida Derby with Time Clock, 
the Wood Memorial with High Quest, the Chesa- 
peake Stakes and Kentucky Derby with Caval- 
cade. Saturday of this week she tries for the 
Preakness with High Quest. At her Brookmeade 
Farm near Upperville, Va., she has been breeding 
Thoroughbreds in the last few years. The stal- 
lions Flag Pole and Brooms hold court there. 


THE WINNER 

Cavalcade was foaled March 24, 1931, at the 
Meadowview Farms of F. Wallis Armstrong, 
Moorestown, N. J. He was the first foal of his 
dam, *Hastily, which Mr. Armstrong had pur- 
chased out of the Ashton Park Stud consignment 
to the Newmarket December sales in 1930 for 
1,100 guineas (about $5,500). The mare had been 
bred the previous spring to Lancegaye and was 
then carrying the future Kentucky Derby winner. 
As a yearling Cavalcade was a promising indi- 
vidual, but not of the sort to make bids run high. 
Robert A. Smith, trainer for the Brookmeade 
Stable, then in the midst of a successful season, 
had to pay only $1,200 to obtain the colt. Seven 
of the Armstrong yearlings sold for higher 
prices, only four for less than $1,200. 

Cavalcade, named for the highly successful all- 
English talking picture, was broken and sent to 
Columbia, S. C., for the winter, along with the 
other horses in the stable. In the spring the 
stable was shipped to Belmont Park, where, on 
May 27, the colt made his first start, in a purse 
race at 414 furlongs, finishing fourth behind Billy 
M., Fogbound and Salaam. His next effort was 
on June 28 at Arlington Park, in a 5% furlong 
test in which he was third to Singing Wood 
(making his first start) and Sir Ten. In his third 
try he won Arlington Park’s Hyde Park Stakes, 
514 furlongs, track muddy, beating Singing Wood 
a neck, with Dartle, Black Buddy and 10 others 
behind. The ‘victory was explained by some as 
a fluke, as the colt had been able to slip through 
on the rail as he made his brilliant run from 
next-to-last place to the lead. At Saratoga Caval- 
cade started three times. He was fourth in the 
United States Hotel Stakes, won by Red Wagon; 
third to Wise Daughter and Black Buddy in the 
Saratoga Sales Stakes; second, by two lengths, 
to First Minstrel in the Sanford, conceding the 
winner 10 pounds. He was not started in the 
Hopeful, and was not eligible for the Futurity at 
Belmont Park. His next start was in the 
Eastern Shore Handicap at Havre de Grace; he 
was second to his stablemate High Quest, but 
turned in what was perhaps his best race of the 
Season. Off slowly, as was the case in most of 
his races last season, he was shuffled back badly, 
but in the latter stages of the contest closed so 
Stoutly that he passed the opposition one by one 
until only his stablemate remained in front and 
there was no further need to drive him on. Caval-

cade then won an overnight race at Laurel, the 
second of his two victories at two. In the Richard 
Johnson Stakes he was fourth, behind Chicstraw, 
Wise Daughter and Discovery. In the Spalding 
Lowe Jenkins Handicap he was beaten a length 
by Bazaar, and again it was noted that he had 
had bad racing luck. His last effort of the season 
was in the Walden Handicap, 1 1-16 miles, at 
Pimlico, in which he was third to Chicstraw and 
Discovery. His record for the year was 11 starts, 
two wins, three second, three thirds, three times 
unplaced, $15,730 earned. He had won only two 
races, yet it could not be charged against him 
that he had run a single bad race. When W. S. 
Vosburgh made his Experimental Handicap for 
The Racing Calendar at the end of the season, 
he placed Cavalcade at 125 pounds, second only to 
First Minstrel (126). 

After his second winter in South Carolina, 
Cavalcade got into action at Havre de Grace 
and demonstrated that he was well advanced in 
his preparation. He won an overnight race April 
25, with Agrarian second, equaling the track 
record of 1:4145 for a mile and 70 yards. On 
April 28 he won the Chesapeake Stakes, with 
Agrarian second and Discovery third, reducing 
the track record for 1 1-16 miles to 1:43%5. He 
was then loaded on an express car and at 
Churchill Downs set foot on Kentucky soil for 
the first time. The story was widely circulated 
that he had shipped very badly, was extremely 
nervous and off his feed. Nevertheless the Brook- 
meade entry was made a strong favorite for the 
Kentucky Derby, and Cavalcade justified the 
public confidence by a splendid victory. 

Still undefeated in his 3-year-old form, Caval- 
cade remains the champion of his division until 
deposed, though the plight of the other aspirants 
for his title is not altogether hopeless. With the 
Derby added to his record, he has earned $51,355. 
As for his future career, he is not to be started 
in the Preakness and is not eligible for the Bel- 
mont Stakes. Presumably the strongest effort 
to wrest the crown from his head will be made 
in the Classic Stakes at Arlington Park in July. 

The next start for Cavalcade, according to 
Trainer Smith’s present plans, will be in the 
American Derby to be run at Washington Park 
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THE BLOOD-HORSE 


June 2, after which he will be pointed for the 
Classic at Arlington Park. The Brookmeade 
trainer hopes to win the Preakness next Saturday 
and the Belmont Stakes in June with Cavalcade’s 
stablemate, High Quest. 


After Cavalcade’s success as a 2-year-old Mrs. 
Thomas H. Somerville began negotiations for the 
purchase of his sire, *Lancegaye, and late in the 
year closed the deal for the horse, which arrived 
in this country in January and was placed at her 
Montpelier Stud in Virginia. *Lancegaye was 
bred and raced by the late W. M. G. Singer, from 
whom he was purchased by Mrs. Somerville. His 
racing career was short, consisting of one race 
at two and five at three. He was unplaced in his 
only first-season effort, but at three had a 
record of two wins and three seconds. His wins 
were in the Hardwicke Stakes, 114 miles, and 
Great Northern Leger, 15g miles. He was second 
to Coronach in the Derby and Column Produce 
Stakes and to Tournesol in the Princess of Wales’ 
Stakes. Both *Lancegaye and *Swift and Sure 
were trained by Alec Taylor; both were unlucky 
in the Derby, the former finishing second, the 
latter fourth; both broke down while training for 
the St. Leger; and both have been brought to 
stand in America and achieve stud _ success. 
*Lancegaye’s first-money earnings were £3,575, 
which is officially translated into American 
money as $17,875. He was retired to the stud in 
1927. Aside from Cavalcade, his most successful 
produce is the good filly Links Tor. 

*Lancegaye is a son of Swynford, whose blood 
has been extremely important in recent years, 
and is out of the good race mare Flying Spear, 
winner of the Coronation, Park Hill, Kingsclere 
and Hadleigh Stakes. William Lucas, in charge 
of the horses at Montpelier Stud, describes 
*Lancegaye as a horse about 16 hands in height, 
well proportioned, sensible and with a head that 
is much finer than is usually seen on a horse of 
the Swynford line. 

*Hastily, dam of Cavalcade, did not race. She 
was first bred in 1929, but failed to produce. 
Mated with *Lancegaye in 1930, she was then 
consigned to the Newmarket December sales and 
knocked down to the bid of “Mr. Cash,” acting 
for Mr. Armstrong, at whose New Jersey estate 
the following spring she produced the second im- 
ported winner of the Kentucky Derby (the first 
winner imported in utero). *Hastily is by the 
unbeaten racer and famous sire Hurry On out of 
Henley, a winner and dam of the winners Golden 
Oar, *Oarsman and Mascotte V. The third dam, 
Helenora, also produced the stakes winners Hera 
and Heliaster, the winner Old Dromore and the 
producer Pontresina. The fourth dam, Helvia, 
won and produced seven winners, including the 
stakes winner Helvetic. 


THE TRAINER 

It was the first Kentucky Derby success for 
Trainer Robert A. Smith, but there are few 
among the trainers now active who have seen a 
longer period of service than he. His first job 
on a race track was more than a half-century 
ago, in 1883, with the stable of David T. Pulsifer. 
In 1887 he wanted a horse of his own so badly 
that he went to the yearling sales at Sheepshead 
Bay, bid $210 for a runt of a colt by *Rayon d’Or 
and proudly led him to the Pulsifer stable. There 
he heard such discouraging tales of the high cost 
of keeping horses and such unflattering com- 
ments on the colt’s conformation that he finally 
sold him to Mr. Pulsifer. The colt became Tenny, 
Salvator’s great rival. The best horse Bob Smith 


ever owned was Articulate, a Montana-bred son 
of *St. Andrew, foaled in 1898, winner of 10 races 
in succession in 1902 and of eight other races the 
same year. Mr. Smith has trained for other own- 
ers as well as for himself. For Walter M. Jef- 
fords he won the Hopeful Stakes with Diogenes, 
He handled the horses of Jefferson Livingston for 
several seasons. But neither for himself nor for 
any of his previous employers has he scored so 
many noteworthy successes as for Mrs. Sloane's 
Brookmeade Stable since he became its head 
trainer in 1932, succeeding Gwyn Tompkins. Near 
Newark, Del., he has a Thoroughbred breeding 
farm of his own. The stallions Son of John (by 
Sir John Johnson) and Golden Spire (by *Golden 
Broom) hold court there for a small band of 
broodmares. Mr. Smith likes to visit the farm, 
but finds it difficult; his calendar has too many 
busy days. Last spring he suffered severe injuries 
in an automobile accident, but recovered quickly, 
had a splendid season with the Brookmeade 
horses. 


THE JOCKEY 


Mack Garner is the most famous and most suc- 
cessful of a family of jockeys. His father, old 
“Dode’”’ Garner, has been a rider most of his life, 
and a few seasons ago, despite the fact that he 
was 65 years old, is reputed to have won nine out 
of 13 races at an Iowa county fair, riding his own 
horses, which numbered two. ‘“Dode’’ Garner had 
six sons, all riders, Wayne, “Skeets,’”’ Harry, Guy, 
Mack and Lambert. (Willie Garner is the riding 
name of William Rhinehart, whose mother was a 
daughter of ‘“Dode” Garner.) Mack began rid- 
ing on recognized courses at the age of 14. His 
first mount appears to have been Golf Ball, at 
Butte, Mont., July 15, 1914. The next year, aided 
by an apprentice allowance, he was the leading 
American rider. Every season since then he has 
been in the saddle, and every year has brought 
new honors. His best season, in point of money 
won by his mounts, was 1929, when he guided Blue 
Larkspur and other horses to earn a total of 
$314,975 in stakes and purses. In 1932 and 1933 
he rode for Joseph E. Widener but when Trainer 
Henry McDaniel left that stable Mack also found 
a new job, with the Brookmeade Stable. Now he 
seems to be at the beginning of one of the bright- 
est years in his long and honorable career. Gar- 
ner is married, has three children, two girls and 
a boy, the boy 11 years old. Last Saturday some- 
one asked Mack how long he intended to “keep at 
it.” “Until little Mack gets old enough to start 
galloping horses,” he said. Garner’s present from 
Mrs. Sloane for winning the Derby was reported 
to have been $7,500, more than 25 per cent of the 
winner’s share of the purse. 


STONE FINDER 


Louis Francis, track superintendent at Ja- 
maica, has a new piece of track machinery called 
a stone finder. It plows up the surface of the 
course and filters it through a wire mesh. Pebbles 
and other matter which can not be pulverized 
remain on top of the mesh and can be thrown 
off the track.

PIMLICO 

HE Pimlico meeting, climax and close of the 

Maryland spring racing season at the major 
tracks, comes to an end Saturday of this week 
with the forty-fourth running of the Preakness 
Stakes as the feature. Cavalcade, winner of the 
Kentucky Derby, will not be a starter in the 
Preakness, but nevertheless a brilliant race is in 
prospect, since Cavalcade’s stablemate, High 
Quest, will be pitted against Alfred Gwynne Van- 
derbilt’s Discovery, runner-up in the Derby at 
Churchill Downs last Saturday. Discovery’s sup- 
porters are confident that his Preakness effort 
will be an improvement over his Derby form, 
even as his Derby race was better than his per- 
formance in the Chesapeake Stakes. Agrarian, 
third in the Derby, is another which is likely to be 
a starter for the Preakness. 

Last Saturday’s program at Pimlico was fea- 
tured by the historic Dixie Handicap, now re- 
duced to a fraction of its former rich value. The 
race was a source of considerable embarrassment 
for the management in that the overnight entries 
offered a prospect of the first meeting between 
Equipoise and Chase Me, but Chase Me was 
scratched in mid-afternoon after a crowd of ap- 
proximately 25,000 persons had assembled to see 
the race. 


CHASE ME SCRATCHED 

Chase Me, the colorful gelding which began 
racing last fall as a 4-year-old and finished the 
season unbeaten, with a series of six victories, 
made his first start of 1934 at Pimlico May 2 in 
an overnight handicap at a mile and 70 yards. 
Carrying top weight of 120 pounds and ridden by 
Earl Porter, he went to the post favorite at 50 
cents on the dollar. He took the lead immedi- 
ately and stayed in front all the way, but had to 
be shaken up near the end to beat off the chal- 
lenge of the ordinary Chatmoss, which was car- 
rying 110 pounds. Teralice (106) and Larranaga 
(113) were the only other starters. 

Off this race Chase Me did not appear to have 
a particularly bright chance of defeating Equi- 
poise in the Dixie Handicap ($2,500 added, 
3-year-olds and up, 1 1-16 miles) of the following 
Saturday, May 5, at the weights assigned by 
Handicapper Frank J. Bryan, 130 pounds on 
Equipoise, 120 on Chase Me. It was something 
of a surprise, therefore, that Mrs. John Bosley, 
Jr., entered Chase Me for the Dixie. The pros- 
pect of a meeting between the Whitney champion 
and the unbeaten son of Purchase brought to 
Pimlico the next day a crowd of approximately 
25,000 persons. They were in for another sur- 
prise shortly before the running of the Dixie, 
when the jockey board went up with a blank 
space where Chase Me’s name would have been. 
Mrs. Bosley had scratched the horse at 3:05 
o'clock, making no comment as to her reason. 
The declaration had been posted on the scratch 
board immediately, but few persons in the big 
crowd had paid any attention to the scratch 
board. The management’s ears were red as a 
chorus of catcalls and boos arose. 

After scratching Chase Me and one other en- 
try, Silent Shot, there were four starters left, but 
so feeble was the opposition to Equipoise that 
the son of Pennant went to the post favorite at 
10 cents on the dollar. Raymond Workman re- 


strained him close to the pace of the selling plater 
Flaming Mamie (102), let him take the lead on 


the second turn and draw away to a lead of four 
lengths in the stretch. Merely cantering at the 
end, and with his rider looking back, Equipoise 
finished a length and a half ahead of J. R. 
Buchanan’s Chatmoss (110), which had made 
Chase Me extend himself three days earlier. 
Flaming Mamie was third, three lengths back and 
seven lengths ahead of the Belair Stud Stable’s 
Jovius (107). Time, :24, :4835, 1:14, 1:40, 2:014¢, 
track fast. Stakes division, $4,190, $1,000, $500,

HORSE SHOW AT WHITEHALL 


Maryland this year is celebrating its tercen- 
tenary, and tradition and histary are the motifs 
of most public activities in the State. With this 
in view the Southern Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association has picked one of the finest of the 
mary historic spots in the five Southern counties 
as the location of its third annual spring horse 
show. Once again, after a lapse of some 200 
years, the feet of Thoroughbreds will be heard 
galloping on the Whitehall Estate, country home 
of Gov. Horatio Sharpe, the sporting bachelor 
whose influence on the Turf is still felt today 
through the great racing family of Selima, by 
Sharpe’s *Othello, which stood at Whitehall back 
in 1760. The estate lies on the Whitehall Bay 
near Annapolis and the house, in excellent repair, 
is considered the most perfect example of Mary- 
land Colonial architecture. The delightfully 
shaded lawn will be an ideal spot for the show 
ring and the house is to be opened to the public 
for the first time in years. The show will be held 
in aid of the Red Cross and the local Children’s 
Aid Society. There will be classes for hunters, 
saddle horses and ponies, and horsemanship will 
be stressed. There will also be a few breeding 
classes. Dr. J. H. Janney, Jr., of Annapolis, is 
chairman of the committee in charge of arrange- 
ments. The show is to be held June 2, commenc- 
ing at 10 a. m.

JAMAICA 

OR some time horsemen have realized that 

horses would be scarcer than usual this year 
and that tracks would have difficulty in filling 
programs with good racing material. They have 
realized also that tracks would be obliged sooner 
or later to raise their purses in competitive bid- 
ding for better attractions and that the values 
of horses would increase as their earning power 
increased. Last week the Metropolitan Jockey 
Club found itself having trouble attracting horses 
into the entries, found its purse filled well enough 
to justify the announcement that, beginning 
Tuesday of this week, May 8, the minimum 
purses at Jamaica would be raised from $800 to 
$1,000. The higher schedule of purses will be 
effective through the final seven days of the 21- 
day meeting, which ends Tuesday, May 15. 
Presumably, though no anouncement had been 
made at the time THE BLOOD-HORSE went to 
press, other New York tracks will follow suit and 
up their purse money.

CALIFORNIA 


HUEU WINS TANFORAN FEATURE 


HE feature of the card for the Shriners’ Char- 

ity Day racing at Tanforan Sunday, April 29, 
was the Shrine Handicap, $1,500 added, for 
3-year-olds and upward, over the Spreckels 
Course (170 feet less than six furlongs). The 
winner was Charles A. Hartwell’s 4-year-old bay 
gelding Hueu, bred in Hawaii, by Rodgers out of 
Pukalani, by Gold Oak, ridden by Johnny Maiben. 
Meadowbrook Stable’s Marceita was_ second, 
three lengths back and four lengths in front of 
J. W. Marchbank’s Prince Heather. Bonsall and 
Chief Almgren also ran. The time was 1:09. The 
attendance is stated to have been 18,000 and the 
pari-mutuel turnover was $141,898, largest since 
the legalization of betting in California. Mayor 
Angelo Rossi, of San Francisco, made an address 
to the attendance and Eddie Cantor, who was the 
guest of the Mayor for the afternoon, kept the 
crowd in an uproar by frequent witty remarks 
and advice as to the horses over a loud speaker. 


SACRAMENTO FAIR 

An eight-day racing program for harness 
horses and Thoroughbreds will be conducted at 
the California State Fair, Sacramento, beginning 
September 1. Over $10,000 is to be offered as 
purse money for the Thoroughbreds. One full 
day, Monday, September 10, will be devoted to 
running races. The feature event that day will 
be the President’s Futurity, for California-bred 
2-year-olds, with a purse of $1,000. Entry blanks 
have been mailed. The closing date is June 20. 


TOO MANY STARTS 

Oscar Otis in the San Francisco Chronicle has 
obtained statistics from the Daily Racing Form 
showing that “of the 60 horses in America which 
started the most times last year, 27 are ‘Tan- 
foran’ horses.” The statistics showed that 9,176 
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horses raced last year. Electric Gaff, 3-year-old 
chestnut colt, by Jim Gaffney—Electric Light, by 
Von Tromp, and Pacheco, chestnut gelding, 7, 
by Aspinwall—Berrill’s Choice, by Berrill, shared 
honors for the most starts with 59 each. Miss 
Cheyenne, chestnut mare, 5, by Thunderer—Vic- 
toire de Verdun, by Verdun, about which THE 
BLOOD-HORSE made comment on her frequent 
races when a 2-year-old, started 50 times last 
year. The records show that she made 39 starts 
at two, 47 at three, 46 at four, and 50 at five, a 
total of 182, of which she won 34. 


TEXAS 
ALAMO DOWNS AND FAIR PARK 
F the two race meetings now under way in 
Texas, the 16-day session at Alamo Downs, 
San Antonio, ends Thursday of this week, May 
10. The 21 days of racing at Fair Park, Dallas, 
will continue until Tuesday, May 22. Neither of 
the two meetings is pitched on the scale of the 
Houston and Arlington Downs sessions earlier in 
the spring, but both appear to be proceeding 
profitably enough. Last Saturday, May 5, the 
Dallas track had a crowd estimated at 15,000, a 
much larger gathering than attended on the 
opening day, a week earlier. 
The Alamo Downs management last week 
made application for 21 days of racing beginning 
November 22 and ending December 15. 


TROMBONE BEST IN HANDICAP 

On a track which was slowly drying out from 
the heavy rains of the previous day and night, 
D. Grant’s Trombone (116), ridden hy J. Pollard, 
was able to get up in the final drive to win by 
a head from Mrs. T. Hunt’s Zorana (110) in the 
Adolphus Hotel Handicap ($1,500 added, 3-year- 
olds and upward, six furlongs) at Dallas Fair 
Park Saturday, May 5. Three lengths farther 
back was the Oak Tree Stable’s Beckoned (3-y-o0, 
97), which had shown much early speed and had 
led the field until the stretch drive.

10,000 which attended the program of last Satur- 
day. Feature of the Saturday program was the 
Chicago Tribune Handicap, six furlongs, purse 
$1,000, in which Frank Seremba’s Zekiel, odds- 
on favorite, scored an easy victory and set a new 
track record of 1:11. Most of the Aurora purses 
are $500. In the steward’s stand, besides John T. 
Ireland and R. A. Lee, is Christopher J. Fitz 
Gerald, who represents an innovation in Illinois 
racing. Judge Fitz Gerald is present as_ the 
representative of the Illinois Racing Commission, 
and he will continue to function as such through- 
out the Illinois season. 

Last week a new meeting was added to the 
Illinois schedule when the State Racing Com- 
mission approved the request of Fairmount Park 
for 34 days of sport beginning May 26 and end- 
ing 4. 

BETWEEN the third and fourth races at Churchill 
Downs May 4 *Winooka and Advising Anna en- 
gaged in a public speed trial. Together they 
went a quarter in :2245, three furlongs in 
:3435, then *Winooka, despite Don Meade’s ef- 
forts to restrain him, drew out to be a length 
in advance as the half-mile was caught in :4645. 
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KENTUCKY 

CHURCHILL DOWNS 

PPARENTLY Churchill Downs, Inc., is en- 

joying the most prosperous session of racing 
it has had in several years. Week-day crowds 
have been larger than usual, betting has been 
better, and Derby Day last Saturday was proof 
positive of the fact that racing is gaining popu- 
larity and that the public is gaining a bettable 
surplus of money. 

The Churchill Downs meeting of 19 days will 
close Saturday, May 19. Two stakes events are 
yet to be decided, the Bashford Manor, for 2- 
year-olds, Saturday, May 12, and the Kentucky 
Oaks, Saturday, May 19. C. C. VanMeter’s Bye 
Lo, which has proved herself the fastest 2-year- 
old on the grounds, is a probable favorite for the 
Bashford Manor. Dixiana’s Far Star, is expected 
to be a starter in the Kentucky Oaks. 

Last week the Junior Board of Trade at Louis- 
ville was working in conjunction with Col. M. J. 
Winn in arranging a charity program of racing 
for Monday, May 21, at Churchill Downs. Colonel 
Winn announced that all purses would be donated 
and that all receipts, including those from pari- 
mutuel betting, will go into the fund which will 
be turned over to the Louisville Community Chest. 
DEATH OF JAMES P. EDWARDS 

Dead by his own hand, with a discharged shot 
gun at his side, James P. Edwards, one-time 
president of the Thoroughbred Horse Association, 
and well known as a lawyer and breeder of Thor- 
oughbreds, was found at 11 p. m. in a bedroom at 
his country estate near Louisville on the eve of 
the Kentucky Derby. Mr. Edwards was born in 
Louisville and was a graduate of Centre College, 
Danville, Ky. He was twice a member of the 
Kentucky General Assembly. He had been in ill 
health for some time and had threatened to take 
his own life. 


FIRE AT CHURCHILL DOWNS 

At 6:59 p. m. on the eve of the Kentucky 
Derby a watchman at Churchill Downs discovered 
a fire in Stable U. Before fire-fighting apparatus 
could be summoned to the scene the flames had 
reached Stable W. As the flames illumined the 
sky thousands of Derby visitors and townspeople 
left their evening meal and hustled, as fast as 
traffic conditions would permit, to the track. 
The fire department found its work hampered by 
the curious crowd, but prevented the further 
spread of the blaze, and by 8:40 had it under 
control. Eighty horses were led from the two 
burning stables, and the efforts to control and 
house them added to the confusion. Only over- 
night entry in the Kentucky Derby in the 
destroyed buildings was J. W. Parrish’s Howard, 
which suffered minor cuts while being led to 
safety. A fire engine pumping water stood just 
outside the stall of Sir Thomas for nearly two 
hours. Bazaar, very nervous, was led from her 
stall, some distance away. Peace Chance and a 
few others of the J. E. Widener horses were led 
out as a precautionary measure. Some of the 
horses whose quarters were burned were taken to 
nearby Douglas Park. Damage was estimated at 
$10,000 for the stables and about $5,000 for tack, 
feed, equipment. 


FIRE AT LEXINGTON TRACK 
A gasoline explosion in a small residence a 
few feet outside the grounds of the Kentucky As-

sociation track at Lexington started a blaze 
which spread to Stable No. 12 and virtually de. 
stroyed it. Firemen prevented further spread 
of the flames. Sewell Combs, president of the 
Kentucky Association, estimated the loss at 
$4,000. Two 2-year-old colts, the only equine ten- 
ants of the barn, were led to safety. They were 
Judge Barkley, a Broadway Jones colt owned by 
Sterling Gano, of Georgetown, and Kassa, a Nas- 
sak youngster the property of Gano and G. §. 
Kilpatrick. 


VANDERBILT BUYS YEARLINGS 


LFRED GWYNNE VANDERBILT, through 
Trainer J. H. (Bud) Stotler, bought from 
Mereworth Company, Inc., through Adolphe Pons, 
fiscal agent, 26 yearlings, the entire crop at 
Mereworth Stud Farm, near Lexington, after an 
inspection Thursday, May 3. The youngsters will 
remain at the place of their birth until the Saga- 
more Stable horses are shipped out of Maryland, 
about the end of the present month, when they 
will be sent to Sagamore Farm, Glyndon, Md. 
There they will be broken during the summer, 
tried in the autumn, and such as are not desired 
will be disposed of either then or later on. Trainer 
Stotler, rightly, THE BLOOD-HORSE thinks, has the 
impression that horses will be much higher during 
the next 12 months and that this purchase will 
work out to the advantage of the fine young 
sportsman by whom he is employed. Mr. Pons 
said, without disclosing the amount involved in 
the transaction, that a satisfactory average was 
obtained and that another incentive toward the 
private transaction was relief from all that is 
necessary to be done toward getting yearlings to 
market when they are to be sold by auction. ‘“‘An- 
other thing,” he said, “Dr. Robert Bardwell, 
Manager at Mereworth Farm, will have more 
time to devote to the breeding stock and foals 
after the yearlings are away.’’ The Mereworth 
stallions are Display and *Swift and Sure. There 
are 56 mares in the stud.

State Racing Commissioners made the Ken- 
tucky Derby week-end the occasion for educa- 
tional and executive conferences at Lexington 
and Louisville. 

Friday, May 5, in session at Churchill Downs, 
the Commissioners heard Joseph E. Widener, 
builder of Hialeah Park in Florida and a leading 
figure in New York racing, discuss the progress 
made in the elimination of the use of narcotics 
in horses. Mr. Widener offered to the Commis- 
sioners the suggestion that they adopt a uniform 
rule in opposition to the stimulation of horses and 
that their enforcement of the rule also be made 
uniform. He declared that he will pay the ex- 
penses of Charles E. Morgan, chemist, and Dr. 
J.G. Catlett, veterinarian, both of whom are now 
employed in connection with saliva tests at Ja- 
maica, on a visit to France next month during 
which they will make a detailed study of the 
saliva test methods used in that country. He ex- 
pects these men, he said, to return to America 
and impart to other chemists and other veteri- 
narians the information they have gained, in 
order that a more effective defense can be built 
up throughout the country against the practice of 
doping. 

When the Commissioners met in executive ses- 
sion at Lexington Monday of this week they 
passed a resolution, drawn up by Walter Dono- 
van, of Florida, George Blecker, of Ohio, and 
Theodore Mueller, of Kentucky, as follows: 

1. We endorse the use of the saliva test to determine 
whether any drug, narcotic or stimulant has been ad- 
ministered. 

2. In enforcing the saliva test every trainer shall be 
held responsible for the horses in his care. 


3. A penalty shall be imposed whenever the saliva 
test shows the use of drugs, narcotics or stimulants. 


The Commissioners and their wives were guests 
at a series of entertainments extending through- 
out their stay in Kentucky. After the Kentucky 


Derby and a round of entertainment at Louisville, 


the visitors were brought to Lexington by bus 
Monday morning and were the guests of the 
Thoroughbred Club of America at a luncheon at 
the Phoenix-Hotel. There they were greeted by 
Thomas Piatt, president of the Club, and by 
Desha Breckinridge, editor of The Lexington 
Herald, who welcomed them to Kentucky and 
into the brotherhood of a great sport. 

Mr. Breckinridge declared that racing had at- 
tained such a popularity that the sport is now 
safe from the attacks of those outside who would 
destroy it and that “we of Kenucky feel that the 
only possible danger to racing is from the inside.” 
Mark R. Hanna, Commissioner in complete 
charge of Michigan’s racing, made the response 
to Mr. Breckinridge’s address of welcome, an- 
nouncing that he would put forth his best efforts 
for the good of racing and declaring that if mis- 
— were made they would be “honest mis- 
akes.”’ 

The luncheon was attended by more than 100 
persons, including representatives of the racing 
Commissions of 12 states. Among the guests was 
Michael Polson, *Winooka’s trainer, who came 
from Louisville and accompanied the party on a 
tour of some of the great Thoroughbred nurseries 
in the vicinity of Lexington. 

The tour of the farms, conducted by members 
of the Thoroughbred Club, took the visitors to 
Idle Hour Farm, Dixiana, Elmendorf, Greentree 
and the C. V. Whitney Farm. At Idle Hour the

Commissioners saw, and praised highly, the new 
Lexington Barrier for effecting walking starts. 


In the evening the visitors were dinner guests 
of the new American Thoroughbred Breeders As- 
sociation at the Lexington Country Club. 


The trip to the Blue Grass appeared to be a 
revelation to most of the Commissioners, who 
took their leave declaring that the visit to Ken- 
tucky had opened to them a new and more com- 
plete vista of the splendid traditions which make 
up the background of Thoroughbred racing.

VAUDEVILLE’S GRAND NATIONAL 


Alexander Cassatt’s Vaudeville won the thirty- 
fifth annual running of the Grand National Point- 
to-Point race at Brooklyn Wood near Baltimore 
Saturday, April 21, before a crowd of approxi- 
mately 12,000. Three lengths behind the winner 
was Charles F. Cheston’s Gray Cock. Mrs. Fran- 
cis F. Garvan’s Sea Chart was third. R. C. 
Stewart, Jr., rode the winner, whose time for the 
three-mile course with 16 jumps was 6:1615. Six 
of the seven starters finished. The winner is a 
7-year-old chestnut gelding by Fair Play out 
of Louvois, by Electioneer. 
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COLOMBO’S FIRST CLASSIC 


OT since the days of Flying Fox has Eng- 

land had such a favorite in its classic races 
as the unbeaten Colombo is. Lord Glanely’s colt 
Wednesday of last week, May 2, went to the post 
a 2-to-7 favorite for the Two Thousand Guineas 
at Newmarket and scored in a manner to justify 
the short odds laid against him. With W. (Togo) 
Johnstone in the saddle, the son of Manna was 
rated a short distance off the pace for five fur- 
longs of the one-mile distance, then easily moved 
into the lead and found it unnecessary to extend 
himself to withstand a stout challenge from 
Easton, a colt owned by the American sportsman 
Ralph Beaver Strassburger. The winner finished 
a length ahead of Easton, a French-bred son of 
Dark Legend and *Phaona, by Phalaris out of 
Destination, by Desmond. Third, another length 
and a half back, was the Aga Khan’s Badruddin, 
a grey colt by Blandford—-Mumtaz Mahal, by 
The Tetrarch. Nine others ran, Blazonry having 
been declared out shortly before the start. The 
time was 1:40, better than the average for the 
last few years. The race was worth approxi- 
mately $40,000.

CAMPANULA’S ONE THOUSAND GUINEAS 

Sir George Bullough’s Campanula, the best 
2-year-old filly of last season in England, won the 
One Thousand Guineas at Newmarket Friday, 
May 4, and indicated that she will continue to 
hold her place at the top of her division in her 
3-year-old season. Ridden by Harry Wragg, the 
winner went to the post an odds-on favorite, at 
2 to 5, and won by a length from Lord Durham’s 
Light Brocade, which was rated only one pound 
lower than Campanula in the Free Handicap of 
last year’s 2-year-olds. Light Brocade finished 
six lengths ahead of Sir Alfred Butt’s Spend a 
Penny. 

All three of the placed fillies are eligible for the 
Oaks, to be run at Epsom on June 8. Light Bro- 
cade and Spend a Penny are in the St. Leger. 
None of the three is in the Derby. Light Brocade 
is by Galloper Light out of Trilogy, by Son-in- 
Law. Trilogy, herself second in the One Thousand

4-DAY MEETINGS IN CANADA 


HE Canadian Parliament has recently enacted, 

with very little attention from the Press, a 
change in the Dominion’s racing laws which per- 
mits racing associations to give 14-day meetings 
at the same track. Heretofore Canadian tracks 
have been compelled to limit their meetings to 
seven days each, with an interval of three weeks 
petween meetings at the same track. 

First to take advantage of the new law are 
the tracks affiliated with the Province of Quebec 
Racing Association, with the exception of Con- 
naught Park at Ottawa, which is following the 
custom of former years. Dorval Park, a money- 
joser in recent years, did not apply for dates. 
The Quebec schedule, comprising a total of 56 
racing days, is as follows: 

Blue Bonnets—June 2 to June 18; 14 days. 
Connaught Park—June 20 to June 27; 7 days. 
Mount Royal—June 29 to July 14; 14 days. 
King’s Park—July 20 to August 4; 14 days. 
Connaught Park—August 6 to August 13; 7 days. 

Connaught Park is at Ottawa, the other tracks 
at Montreal. 


NEW C. R. A. DATES 


At a meeting of the Canadian Racing Associa- 
tions at Toronto last week several additions were 
made to the schedule of Canadian meetings, and 
the Niagara Racing Association, operating Fort 
Erie, announced its intention to take advantage 
of the new law permitting 14 days of racing in 
succession. The dates announced after the meet- 
ing were as follows: 4

Kenilworth Park is offering $700 purses, with 
more valuable features. Best race of the opening 
day was the Ontario Handicap, for Canadian bred 
horses, purse $1,000.

NEW MEXICO 


PHILMONT RANCH 
HE Philmont Ranch, Cimarron, New Mexico, 
is owned by Waite Phillips, noted oil pro- 
ducer, and is managed by R. E. Lewis. There is 
always a great deal of activity at Philmont 
Ranch, which is devoted principally to Hereford 
cattle and Rambouillet sheep. There has been 
built up, however, quite an industry in the pro- 
duction of polo ponies. One of the foundation 
sires for polo breeding was Cataract, a Ben Brush 
horse which was purchased a number of years 
ago by Mr. Phillips from W. B. Miller, head of 
Greenwich Stud, Lexington. Cataract died in 
1929. Mr. Lewis informs THE BLOOD-HORSE: 
“There is much difference in Cataract’s colts. 
Some of them are exceptionally good polo types, 
others are very mediocre. This, of course, could 
partly be due to the dams.” 
In addition to the grade mares on the ranch 
there are five Thoroughbred stallions and 30 
Thoroughbred mares. The Thoroughbred stal- 
lions are used also on half-bred, three-quarter- 
bred and seven-eighths-bred mares for polo pro- 
duction. The ranch also boasts a stud of Pala- 
minos consisting of one stallion and 15 mares, 
the majority of them three-quarters to seven- 
eighths Thoroughbred. Mr. Lewis says that all 
are of good conformation and that “they are 
really a beautiful sight to see together with this 
young stallion.” 
One of the Thoroughbred stallions, Lani Chief, 
a chestnut son of Little Chief and Roselani, by 
Gold Oak out of Tsuki, by *Canopus, next dam 
, Kinla, by *Merriwa, was foaled at the ranch in 
1927. Though he is 7 years old he has never been 
raced, but Mr. Lewis informs THE BLOOD-HORSE 
that they have been breezing him on the half- 
mile track at the ranch, getting him in shape for 
racing. Mr. Lewis writes: “In conformation this 
horse is almost a duplicate of his sire. We timed 
him yesterday morning a quarter of a mile over 
the track, which isn’t very good, in :22%5.” Rose- 
lani was bred in Hawaii by Alfred W. Carter, 
from whom Mr. Phillips purchased her in Hono- 
lulu. 
Mr. Lewis says: “A great deal of interest is 
being shown throughout the Southwest in both 
polo and racing.” He sends THE BLOOD-HORSE a 
preliminary program for a polo pony show, which 
is being sponsored by The Maverick Club, of 
Cimarron, to be held at Philmont Ranch on Sun- 
day, June 17. The program contains 12 numbers, 
concluding with a polo pony race of 300 yards 
from a standing start, and afterward, late in the 
afternoon, a polo game. Mr. Lewis says: “Horses 
are being entered for this show from all parts of 
the State of New Mexico and several adjoining 
states. It is doubtful if there has ever been as 
great an assembly of Thoroughbreds together in 
ie the Southwest as there will be at Philmont Ranch 
ae on that day. Our altitude is 6,000 to 12,000 feet 
© and it is being generally conceded by horsemen 
throughout the country that, due to this altitude 
and the fine mountain grasses, our horses have 
more lung power and stamina than is produced 
in lower altitudes. Many horses from New 
Mexico are now playing polo in different sections 
of the country, some of them on international 
teams.”

AGAIN AT LONGRIDGE 


HE return of W. V. Thraves to the Thorough- 

bred breeding industry was signalled last 
week by the announcement of the sale of his 
former estate, Longridge, near Lexington, to 
Frank Haskell, of New York, and the incorpora- 
tion of Longridge Plantation, “an organization 
which will engage in general farming,” with 
Frank Haskell, W. V. Thraves and J. F. Bailey 
as the incorporators. 

For many years Mr. Thraves, who had made a 
fortune in oil, bred Thoroughbreds at Longridge, 
a splendidly equipped farm on the Paris Pike a 
few miles out from Lexington, near Elmendorf 
and the cluster of Whitney farms and across the 
road from Le Mar Stock Farm. Financial diffi- 
culties brought about a commissioner’s sale of the 
farm three years ago. Judge Bailey was the pur- 
chaser, getting the 220 acres for $84,000, average 
$383 an acre. Last week it was announced that 
Judge Bailey had privately disposed of the prop- 
erty to Frank Haskell, of New York City, a re- 
tired oil man. The new price was given as 
$112,990, average $513. Property values in Cen- 
tral Kentucky are definitely advancing. 

Mr. Haskell has also purchased from the Mu- 
tual Benefit Life Insurance Company an adjoin- 
ing tract of 164 acres. The two tracts give Long- 
ridge Plantation an acreage of 384. Possession 
is to be given at once, and preparations are to be 
made to resume the breeding of Thoroughbreds 
on the property. The corporation which controls 
the farm has capital stock of $50,000 and an in- 
debtedness limit of $50,000. Mr. Thraves and his 
family are moving from Virginia back to their 
old home at Longridge in the near future.

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THE BLOOD-HORSE 


SIRE PERCENTAGES 


EADING sire of 2-year-olds last year in point 

of money won, was John Hay Whitney’s 
young stallion *Royal Minstrel, standing at 
Llangollen Farm, Lexington. *Royal Minstrel 
also comes out at the top of the list in THE BLOop- 
HORSE’S annual compilation of sire percentages, 
eight of his nine registered foals having won, 
giving him a percentage of .889 out of a possible 
1.000. 

The compilation of sire percentages takes ac- 
count of all sires represented by as many as five 
2-year-old winners during 1933 in North America. 
Opposite the number of winners is set down the 
number of registered foals of 1931, 2-year-olds in 
1933. To obtain the percentage of any horse, the 
number of his winners is divided by the number 
of his registered foals, excluding the foals which 
died before publication of the Stud Book supple- 
ment in which the names are contained. 

Seventy-four stallions are included in the fol- 
lowing list of sires represented by five or more 
2-year-old winners. Of these, 14, exactly the 
same number as in 1932, are credited with per- 
centages of .500 or better, that is, at least half 
of their registered foals were winners. 

The following table of sire percentages is not 
meant to supplant other statistics concerning 
sires of 2-year-old winners, but only to supple- 


ment the figures previously published (THE 
BLOOD-HORSE, January 13, page 54).
